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allowing ultrasonic vibration to permeate from a skin surface into a 
living body when an agent (1) containing effective components is al- 
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Since there exist no other common features to be considered to be 
special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2, second 
sentence, no technical relationship within the meaning of PCT Rule 13 
can be found among those different inventions. 

Accordingly, it is clear inventions in claims 1-13 do not fulfill 
the requirement of unity of invention. 

And, claim 2 pertains to a ultrasonic percutaneous permeating device 
provided with "a control unit" with specific control descriptions. 

Claim 3 pertains to a ultrasonic percutaneous permeating device 
provided with a specific "detection unit". 

Claims 4, 5 pertain to a ultrasonic percutaneous permeating device 
provided with "an irradiation unit" ."for emitting at least two ultrasonic 
waves having different frequencies". 

Claims 6 pertains to a ultrasonic percutaneous permeating device 
additionally provided with one of a thermotherapy device, a massaging 
treatment device, an electric stimulus treatment device, and light 
stimulus treatment device. 

Claim 8 pertains to a ultrasonic percutaneous permeating kit having 
a specified frequency range of ultrasonic wave. 

Claim 10 pertains to a ultrasonic percutaneous permeating kit provided 
with specific "effective components". 

Claim 11 pertains to a ultrasonic percutaneous permeating kit provided 
with another "effective components". 

Claim 12 pertains to a ultrasonic percutaneous permeating kit provided 
with still another "effective components". 

Claim 13 pertains to a ultrasonic percutaneous permeating kit having 
"an agent" "impregnated in a substrate". 
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
